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AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT SUPPORT MEASURES LISTED

[Editorial: “Agriculture. Measures To Be Taken") 


[Text) As our party has atated, in the field of economic development of the People's 
Republic of Angola, agriculture is the basic sector of the struggle against under- 
development and the victory of the new type of production relations——socialist 
production relations. 


The First MPLA Congress, in line with this statement, established guidelines for 

the 3-year period 1977/1980 that would have permitted solving a large part of the 
problems of food for the population, supply of raw materials for the processing 
industry and the acquisition of foreign exchange through exportation of some products. 


Upon analyzing the prevailing situation in the agriculture-livestock sector, at this 
time, we can see that in spite of the enormous efforts developed by the state in 
replacing machinery and other technical equipment for agriculture, most of the 
objectives that had been established have »ot been reached. 





As a matter of fact, the production indices in the agricultural sector, marketing 

of products, technical and material assistance to production and the filling of the 
needs of the rural laboring masses, have not as yet reached satisfactory levels, 

but it can be seen that much has already been done in this important field of economy. 


Thus, in spite of the most outstanding victories in this sector, such as the growing 
prevalence of state property and constant organization of peasants into collective 
forms of production (cooperatives and peasant associations), the problems that remain 
can weaken the achievements already obtained, achievements on which depend the victory 
of rural socialist production relations and consequent improvement of the living 
conditions of the peasant masses. 


Therefore, it becomes necessary in the 1981/1985 period to implement a number of 
urgent and decisive measures for the development of the sector in order to substanti- 
ally increase agricultural, livestock and forestry production, improve the living 
and working conditions of agricultural workers and peasants and consolidate the 
socialist agricultural sector (state property and cooperatives) . 


Thus, the state will have to mobilize efforts in support of small peasant economy, 


keeping in mind that an important part of agricultural products sold on the markets 
comes from their production. In the meantime, attention should continue to be given

to progressive change of thie omall peasant economy to collective property, integrating 
it in the soctaliat sector, the only one capable of insuring the development of 
productive forces and the establishment of new production relations, 


It will aleo be necessary during the next 5 years to organize and consolidate state 
firme, selecting the production unite that have the best conditions, and concentrating 
the material, human and financial resources in them, eo that they would be able to 
respond efficiently to the guidelines on short-term recovery of poultry raising, 

~ raising and increased production of milk, meat, vegetables, cotton, coffee, oils, 
ruit and #0 on, 


Special attention should be given to organization of complexes supporting rural 
production and other services of technical and material assistance, in order to 
prevent breakdowns of production because of these factors. 


Regarding capitalist property, the etate should guarantee ite support, if the 
capitalists subordinate themselves to estate control in their activities and market- 
ing of the products, and join the national plan, thus guaranteeing that they will 
be able to contribute to the intended production inerease. 


On the matter of training of cadres at all levele, the Ministry of Education will 
plan, in cooperation with the Ministry of Agriculture, which cadres are to be trained 
at home and abroad. 


In the meantime, basic training centers of the agricultural and livestock sector 
should be energized to train more basic cadres and link this training with the real 
agricultural problems of the country, and at the same time constantly spread literacy 
training, mainly in state firms, cooperatives and peasant organizations. 


The carrying out of all these guidelines is of vital importance for our economy and, 
therefore, every one of us, every Angolan citizen, should strive to carry them out 
so that we shall be able to overcome economic underdevelopment and build a solid 
material base for the building of socialism in the People's Republic of Angola.

CABINDA ELECTRICITY SUPPLY ENSURED BY NEW TURBINE 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 16 Nov 80 p 1 


[Excerpt] Lt Col Evaristo Domingos "Kimba", member of the party Politicual Bureau 
and Angolan minister of provincial coordination, inaugurated in Cabinda, yesterday, 
the turbine that will supply electric power to that province. 


Present at the inaugural ceremony of this important event for the industrial sector 
of the province, were Pedro Maria Tonha "Pedale" of the party Political Bureau and 
minister of defense; Roberto de Almeida, of the Central Committee and minister of 
planning; Manuel Francisco Tuta “Batalha de Angola" of the Central Committee and 
commissioner of that province; and the ministers of energy and transportation, 
Pedro Van Dunem "Loy" and Faustino Muteka, respectively. 


Also present were the vice minister of foreign affairs, Venancio de Moura, in 
addition to party and government officials of Cabinda Province. 


"With the operation of this turbine we shall begin more efforts for the development 
of industry in this province," said Evaristo Kimba in his opening speech, before 
stressing that "from this moment on there are also conditions for going ahead with 
lumber cutting, which had been stooped some time ago due to lack of energy. 


"With the inauguration of this turbine, new life in Cabinda Province will begin," 
said the minister of provincial coordination, who appealed to all compatriots who 
had left the province because of lack of work, to return. “Although Cabinda is small 
in size, it is large in importance,” said Evaristo Kimba. 


The turbine put into operation yesterday is a generator fueled by gas which is 
channeled to a power turbine coupled to gas, and is able to use gasoline or gas and 
gasoline at the same time. 


The installation took over 3 months, and the testing period was about 1 month. It 
is to be pointed out that the equipment has a technical guarantee and provisions 
for training of personnel. 


Six Angolan workers have been in Sweden since last year, being trained to run the 
machine and its basic maintenance. 


The turbine, which will supply electric power to the entire Cabinda Province and 
will give impulse to industrial sectors that had been paralyzed due to lack of 
power, is valued at 200 million kwanzas.

SLIGHT IMPROVEMENT SEEN LN CABINDA FOOD SUPPLY 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 6 Nov 80 p 3 
[Article by Gustavo Costa: "Food Supply With New Face; Distribution With Old Legs") 


[Excerpts} As food is the one indispensable necessity for any human activity and 
as at one time it assumed desperate proportions in the context of Cabinda province, 
it is worth sending the message that one may really speak of, see and even eat this 
commodity. Because on an empty stomach... 


What happened chere can be summarized as a sad com'ition that developed gradually 
in our nation's nurthernmost region. And that in recent times is improving sub- 
stantially. Not that matters have changed radically, that a total transformation 
has been worked, or that the province no longer has any food problems. 


It is true that for a long time Cabinda had a food situation having critical conse- 
quences for life in the province that are still being felt today. The seriousness 
of the problem is based upon several interconnected factors that demand utmost ef- 
fort to solve any problem in the region, 


The first thing to mention is that this province's geographical location does not 
provide physical contact with the necessities it requires and that capacity for 
transporting merchandise by sea may eventually guarantee, 


In the second place, one must not ignore the lack of a port for berthing deep-water 
ships, construction of which was recommended by the First MPIA Congress to begin in 
1978 but has not yet gone beyond the mockup stage. In the third place one must men- 
tion the uncontrolled flow of arrivals and departures of persons from both sides of 
the border, together with other political factors of a short-term nature, 


Here are the immediate consequences for this situation from the moré remote past: 
very weak or virtually nonexistent distribution network for foodstuffs because sup- 
plying the province was quite insufficient; the inability of Luanda to supply 
Cabinda directly and of the latter to receive deep-water ships due to lack of a 
port; a severe shortage of essential foodstuffs; free proliferation of speculation 
that reaches truly alarming proportions; transformation of the border into a black- 
market zone for products exchanged between countries. 


In view of this situation, the party leadership had to intervene to at least assure 
a medium-term solution for the food problem and the province's eventual stability 
in other fields. 
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In fact, the new supply system that was contemplated upon arrival in Cabinda of 
deep-water ships began to be implemented last April. This first effort resulted in 
opening the mini-markets in Belize and Bucu-Zau and supplying state and private 
stores in the province capital more regularly. 


Meanwhile, appointment of a new province commissioner led to closer links between 
the people and the politico-administrative management of the province in search of 
practical solutions for its problems, It can now be said that in Cabinda the food 
problem improved greatly, as is apparent at all levels, 


Although it is true that in the hotel industry food continues to be poorly prepared, 
the same cannot be said about what is eaten in the home of an ordinary citizen, com- 
pared to what was eaten a few months ago, 


This improvement, however, does not result from any special plan, as one ‘at times 

is led to believe, although a decision of this nature has been recommended by party 
leaders. It happens, however, that this plan will not begin to be implemented until 
after the early months of next year. 


However, to the extent that the province's food situation was considered unbearable, 
it was decided to adopt some measures that would assure direct imports of an urgent 
nature, which has been providing food supplies to the province, 


The conclusions that can be legitimately drawn from the current food supply situa- 
tion in Cabinda are that there was outstanding progress; that food supply has a 

new face but distribution continues on old legs; that digestion can now be made 
more leisurely because the population has more food in relative terms; that the 
interior of the province must be considerably favored; that hunger is felt much less 
in the life of a region whose characteristics demand that it continue to be seen 
with other eyes...

COMMENTS ON DEFICIENCIES, DISTURBANCES AT LUANDA FISHING PORT

[Text] It happened yesterday, Saturday, at the Luanda fishing port. It was a lit- 
tle after 1000 hours in the morning. We went to that production center to meet 
with its management, especially the director. The latter was really on tthe job; . 
but he was having an abnormal moment which, if things continue like this, will be- 
come very normal indeed. He was engaged in fisticuffs, Yes, really. But let us 
tell you what we saw. When we went to the office of the director of the fishing 
port, whose name is Gaspar, just as we opened the door we were literally run over 
by his secretary who, with terror written all over her face, was running out of the 
building to ask "the ODP [People's Defense Organization] comrades" on guard at the 
main gate for help because "the comrade director was being attacked by a worker." 
We kept our cool; we tried to investigate. The door to the director's office was 
closed, 


From outside the office, we could hear the noise of cables or desks and chairs being 
moved about without previous notice. Shouts, exc’amations, groans... Suddenly, it 
was all over. The ODP comrades arrived, dragged away the aggressor (7?) and apolo- 
gized to the victim (?). No one knows the reason for the fracas; neither the di- 
rector nor the worker (?!). This happened yesterday in the Luanda fishing port, 
where anarchy and absence of authority have established permanent residence. 


But more serious things also happened in the Luanda fishing port yesterday (and 
they are said to happen frequently). It happened, for example, that a trawler com- 
ing from the high seas berthed to unload its goods: fish. 


What followed was a great show, for its action and effectiveness. Dozens of work- 
ers surrounded the target (the trawler) and attacked its spoils frenetically; 
that is, with crates, cartons and boxes they were emptying it of fish which, after 
being weighed (?), were hauled by them to the outside of the work center for the 
"slaughter." Excuse us from describing the queue of candidates for the"dead." Near 
the trawler was an EDIPESCA [Fish Distribution Enterprise?] refrigerated truck. 
After a while they announced from the boat that the fish were all gone. The re- 
frigerated truck calmly went off to wait for another vessel. About 1230 hours an 
EDIPESCA employee informed us that some trucks had just left to supply certain mar- 
kets of Luanda. But we could not forget that truck that did not haul anything to... 
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In the Luanda fishing port we learned some other things much more serious than what 
was told here, We were not told this by the management. Let us hope that they do 
80; then we will tell about it. 


Rather, there is something we can suggest with apprehension, 


It is true! We forgot to say that we also asked a worker (in a “buying” tone, be- 
lieve me) whether we could arrange to get some fish. "Oh, my, don't talk about 
that. You'll be arrested," he told us, 


That may be, but the unvarnished truth is that anarchy, insubordination and rebel- 
lion (7?) have moved in, At whose orders or by whose fault? To tell the truth, 
this did not come about only through the fault of the workers. In fact, incompe- 
tence and arrogance now want to make their home there,

PIRES COMMENTS ON FOREIGN RELATIONS, INTER-AFRICAN AFFAIRS 
Praia VOZ DI POVO in Portuguese 19 Nov 80 pp 4-5, 3 


[Interview with Prime Minister Pedro Pires; in Paris, at the end of hie official 
vieit to France; name of interviewer and date not given) 


[Excerpts] [Question] Mr Prime Minister, what kind of socialiem are you trying to 
implement in your country? 


[Answer] Instead of speaking of socialiam, we prefer to solve the most pressing 
problems of our people, above all, those which affect the most disadvantaged sectors 
of our population, the workers and peasants. At the same time, our overall objec- 
tive is to establish an independent, national economy. What does this mean? It 
means that the economic levers must be in the hands of the state and people, to make 
sure we decide what we must do in this field. 


Indeed, what we have been doing is: first, create jobs for the unemployed; second, 
promote increased agriculture production and, third, determine the country's poten- 
tial, use and develop it according to the interests of the country and the people. 


Of course, we must have agrarian reform to create favorable conditions for the 
economic development of the country; it is indispensable. We must aleo try to 
promote economic activities like people's production, in other words, develop 
handicrafts and cooperatives at various levels. At the same time, we welcome 
national private initiative, knowing we have private citizens who can make a sub- 
stantial contribution to the development of the country in industry, trade or agri- 
culture. 


The system we are trying to establish is based specifically on popular part icipa- 
tion at various levels of power. Consequently, we do not speak of socialism because 
we do not believe this is socialien. 


At present, we are solving the most difficult, pressing problems of our country and 
people. If any case, if a label is desired, I would call it a socializing policy. 


[Question] Mr Prime Minister, I would like to know the sum and scope of Prench aid 
to Cape Verde, and is this aid increasing? 
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[Anewer] Frankly, I do not know exactly what you want me to talk about, whether 
you mean primary, secondary or terciary aid, but in any case, I can say yes. Prench 
aid is quite important for our country's development. Certainly, I cannot give you 
the exact sum now, but I have just said it is important to our development and also 
we have juet been assured thie aid will be increased, We came here for just this 


purpose. 


[Question] Mr Prime Minister, besides France, which other countries give aid to 
Cape Verde? 


[Anewer) We also receive aid and have ties of cooperation with Sweden, Holland, 
the United States, West Germany, the USSR, socialist countries, Yugoslavia, Guba, 
Portugual and other countries. 


[Question] Since this ie so, would your country be subject to pressure from | ve 
blocs? How do you view the bloce' policy? 


[Anewer] The policy of the bloce can only lead to confrontation. Those who sup- 
port this policy necessarily support the policy of confrontation. We oppose con- 
frontation, we favor peace, cooperation among countries and rapprochement of peoples 
and in no way do we support the policy of the blocs. 


Moreover, we are a small, economically and politically weak country and I do not 
see why we would be included in any pact. Certainly, no one would listen to us! 

If this were the situation, logically others would make decisions about our 
country, ite future and security. No, we are nonaligned. We insist we must decide 
what has to be done in our country and will not allow anyone to take our place or 
think for us. 


I repeat, it would be dangerous for us to join any pact. No one would listen to us 
because we do not have economic or military power or political influence... what 
would come from this? 


Decisions would be made about our future and destiny without our consent or par- 
ticipation. What kind of policy is that? Therefore, we are nonaligned and pppose 
military bases in our country, no matter what their origin. This is our position. 
It is not important if anyone has made a proposal. Facts and decisions are in- 
portant. 


[Question] Cape Verde receives substantial aid from the United States. How 
are relations between your country and the United States? 


[Answer] You know that the United States has a large Cape Verdian community and, 
since independence, we have strengthened our ties with the American government. It 
is making a substantial contribution both in solving the pressing, priority problems 
caused by the drought and underdevelopment and in providing for the agricultural 

and economic development of our country. The American contribution is considerable. 


[Question] What about the USSR? 
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[Anewer] The Soviet contribution te aleo sizable in various areas, Out coopera- 
tion with the USSR te of long standing. During our struggle for national libera- 
tion, the Soviet Union gave us considerable military and political aid and we are 
grateful to the Soviet government and people for that. The Soviet Union gave us 
modern surface-to-air missiles which we used to shoot down Portuguese planes and 
overcome the aerial superiority of the Portuguese forces. Thus, you can eee this 
cooperation goes back many years and continues at present. 


As I told you before, we cooperate with that friendly country in several areas; 
there is military and also economic cooperation. At present, we have a credit to 
build several ports on our islands. Therefore, we can aleo consider the Soviet 
contribution important for our development. 


[Question] De you foresee an African common market in the future? 


[Anewer) I cannot say for certain, but work ie being done. I cannot add anything 
elee. The organization of an African common market has not been specifically dis- 
cussed but meanwhile, regional organizations like ECOWAS are already making signi- 
ficant advances. 


The united African common market will certainly come much Later. 
[Question] What do you consider Africa's most pressing, priority problems? 


[Anewer) I believe the first and most urgent problem is the liberation of Namibia. 
We think everyone must work for an immediate solution to the Namibian question. 
Then Chad is a very complicated, complex problem and there is also the Saharan 
problem. The attempt to muffle these problems must be opposed and continuity must 
be given to the Liberation process in Africa. 


In the second place, economic, food and development problems are also serious. In 
short, Africa has many, very pressing problems. Agricultural production must be 
increased quickly and all efforts must be made to this end. This is the way I 
view African problems. 


[Question] How are you solving the petroleum problem? 

[Anewer] Cape Verde does not have refineries. I do not know when we will. Shell 
markets petroleum in our country and buys motor fuel on the free market so our sit- 
uation is much more complicated than other countries with refineries. 


We have contacted Iraq and the Nigerians, seeking a less expensive solution. At 
present, we are in a somewhat difficult situation. 


We are also setting up a national firm to contact producing countries directly, 
but it is only getting started. 


I regret we must conclude. I wish to thank you and if I did not fully answer your 
questions, I am sorry. As you know, my French is weak.

[Text] In some Portuguese newspapers, a campaign is being waged against the Cape 
Verdian people and their leaders. Some racist, colonialist papers, unable to under- 
stand Portugual's postcolonial situation, have a long history of slandering libera- 
tion movement fighters while other newspapers do so because they are still burdened 
by the paternalistic, ethnocentric alienation inculcated by the imperial culture. 


How can they boldly accuse those who will never return, those who are dead and 
buried, of wanting to dominate the Guinean people? Is it wrong for someone to head 
the armed struggle for national liberation because of his merit? There is no place 
for opportunists during the struggle, they generally appear when jobs are handed 
out. 


How can we understand the sociological analysis of the coup d'etat in Guinea made 
by some segments of the Portuguese media? 


No one is isolated from his social and political environment which also conditions 
him. Some groups in Portuguese society are strongly influenced by 48 years of 
fascism and 500 years of colonial adventures. This is so despite the fact that 
Portuguese colonialism was crucified by our countries’ struggles for nat ional 
liberation, killed by the failure of the colonial army and buried by the agreements 
with the African liberation movements; even so, the nauseating smell comes from the 
rotting body and the unhappy deeds accompany the dead to its final dwelling place-- 
the trash can of history. 


The ideas and prejudices are deep-seated, The ornament of Portuguese colonialism 
favored most by some backward or enlightened individuals was Lusotropicalism, and 
Cape Verde had a special place in that sociopolitical salad produced by mercenary 
scribes serving the lord and master. Cape Verdian revolutionary nationalists in 
the PAIGC in the struggle for liberation from Portuguese colonialism committed the 
unforgivable sin, in many peoples’ eyes, because they laid the myth to rest. 


The coup d'etat in Guinea provided the desired opportunity to dig up the repressed 
hatred and attack all the fundamental reasons for the PAIGC's program and united 
action.

PORTUGUESE EXPRESS FEAR ABOUT BREAK-UP OF PAIGC UNITY

[Text] Much has been written in the print.d media about the coup d'etat that over- 
threw President Luis Cabral and about the events that followed in Guinea-Bissau, 
events that caused perplexity and apprehension in many circles. In fact, the media 
were giving various and increasingly contradictory versions, showing a fluctuation 
that the situation's very complexity might well warrant. 





CIDAC, for its part, sent a delegation to Guinea-Bissau at the end of November and 
the beginning of December that also passed through Cape Verde to get first-hand 
knowledge of the new situation and make an on-the-spot evaluation of what direction 
current events are taking. It was thus possible to come to some conclusions about 
policy analysis, without losing an essentially wait-and-see attitude, given the 
uncertainty of future developments. 


Above all, it must be pointed out that the military movement, in which younger of- 
ficers of the armed forces played an important role, was launched for essentially 
domestic reasons, thus ruling out any preponderant effect of outside pressure or 
interference. It would thus be incorrect to try to interprest the coup d'etat in 
the light of great-power confrontations or as the result of foreign meddling. 


As we can take it for granted that these domestic reasons are known, it suffices to 
recapitulate them: a political crisis that was affecting the operation of party 
officials, obstructing internal debate and making the regime insensitive; an eco- 
nomic crisis that was jeopardizing important aspects of the development model in 
force and that was manifested in aggravated social inequalities; an acute food 
shortage about to reach an explosive point; unrest in the armed forces caused by 
specific problems such as salaries and contention about certain promotions; finally, 
tensions arising from constitutional revision concentrating more power in the hands 
of the president and slighting the prime minister. 


Seldom do so many causes of discontent converge in a single situation. The conflu- 
ence of all these factors--political, economic, social, military and institutional-- 
explains the propitious conditions for the coup, the readiness with which it is ac- 
cepted and the immediate support it arouses in the people, the armed forces in 
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general and the leading cadres. One may even say that there ie a general feeling 
of liberation in Guinea-Bissau, and an attitude of hope, not unrelated to the wide- 
spread faith in the new leader, Commandant Nino. From all this it must be concluded 
that the 14 November movement is 4 consummated, irreversible and domestically con- 
solidated fact. 


An Inevitable Movement 


Assuming now that the movement is irreversible, it becomes appropriate to ask wheth- 
er it was inevitable. Majority opinion in Bissau speaks precisely of its inevita- 
bility: the situation had deteriorated to such an extent and political structures 
were so hampered that a solution by force, the coup d'etat, had become the only way 
out. In this regard, however, the official Cape Verdian position expresses funda- 
mental criticism: resort to the military sol: tion proves at least the unreadiness 
to wage poi itical battles within the scope of appropriate political jurisdictions, 
beyond the fact that there is a great risk--unfortunately so frequent in Africa-- 
of solving power contradictions through a coup d'etat. 


This issue became all the more important the more certain it becomes that the mili- 
tary movement was bringing the PAIGC supranational structures to a halt, inas- 
much as the movement led to the arrest of Luis Cabral, the adjutant secretary gen- 
eral, and several other leaders of the Supreme Struggle Council (equivalent of the 
Central Committee). It would be easy to assume from this that the coup was also 
against the party, jeopardizing its continuation, 


It is true that, following the first days of hesitation, the new leaders of Guinea- 
Bissau strongly reaffirmed their loyalty to the spirit of Amilcar Cabral and con- 
tinuation of the PAIGC, possibly revamped, But it is also true that the paralysis 
of the party's upper echelons exposes the problem of whether there is a genuine po- 
litical direction for the nation, The current Council of the Revolution, although 
including some civilians, is predominantly military and operational and it is not 
yet clear that it has any alternative plans capable of correcting the errors or 
defects of the previous regime. 


This relative vagueness of political direction confirms what is perhaps the most im- 
vortant characteristic of the 14 November movement in Guinea-Bissau: it is first 
and foremost a nationalist and populist revolution. Its populist character is 
readily discernible in the official statements that are not very ideological or 
programmatic, centering mainly on the idea of “readjustment” to “serve the people." 
As for its nationalist character, it would be worthwhile to take a moment to analyze 
it. 


It is clear that from the beginning the coup led by Commandant Nino had an anti- 
Cape Verdian flavor that was never to the least degree pursued and the first verbal 
excesses of which were promptly corrected. As of now, there are still Cape Verdians 
in the provisional government and in all the previous posts in the state apparatus. 
Nevertheless, there is an unmistakable nationalist reaction, expressed in a wide- 
spread feeling against mestizos and it is not by chance that all members of the 
Council of the Revolution are Guineans. In the same vein, appeals have been made 
for the return of all Guineans abroad, thus trying to create an atmosphere of na- 
tional reconciliation at the same time as affirming the idea that the Guineans now 
are masters of their own destiny. 
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The Dangers of ‘African Authenticity’ 


That sort of nationalistic reaction can be valid and useful to the extent that it 
affirms national dignity and identity and can even involve a specific dimension of 
the class struggle in expressing popular discontent with privileged classes, mis- 
takenly identified with the mestizo or the Cape Verdian, But we well know how great 
are the dangers of improperly focused nationalism, susceptible to forgetting that 
the phenomena of oppression and exploitation do not depend upon the skin color of 
the person perpetrating it. We know only too well the errors that abound in Africa 
about "negritude”’ and "African authenticity,” almost always attempts to camouflage 
situations of neocolonization, Beyond that there is the eventual risk of witnessing 
a surfacing of internal differences in Guinea-Bissau, such as those that could erupt 
from the contradictions between the Islamic and animist populations, 


Although such risks can certainly be avoided, the 14 November movement nonetheless 
did not fail to open wounds in one of the political bases on which the PAIGC itself 
was founded: the plan for unification with Cape ‘erde, 


There is at this moment real tension between the two countries, arising from old 
rivalries that were always artificially exploited by Portuguese colonization and 
that, should they intensify, could be the beginning of a rupture whose consequences 
would undoubtedly be negative for both sides, For the Cape Verde archipelago, of 
clear strategic importance, this would be a factor of political, social, economic 
and military isolation, increasing its vulnerability. For Guinea-Bissau, a possible 
break with Cape Verde, especially if it results in a deterioration of relations with 
Angola, Mozambique and Sao Tome and Principe, would carry the risk of disassociating 
itself from a privileged alliance with the important anti-imperialist forces of the 
African continent and of becoming absorbed by the zone of French neocolonial influ- 
ence in Africa. Sekou Toure's promptness in recognizing the new regime in Bissau 
has obvious historical bases, but serves as a warning of that possibility, the more 
so in that the man in Conakry has been doing political acrobatics in the direction 
of France and Morocco, 


There are other elements of an external nature, such as the election of Reagan in 
the United States and the probable hardening and aggressiveness of U.S. policy, and 
the fact that in Portugal the right has a majority in parliament and in the govern- 
ment. Because--and it is necessary to say this and denounce it--the Portuguese 
right continues to conspire and to support conspiracy against the regimes estab- 
lished after the liberation and decolonization struggles. It has not yet ceased to 
destabilize them, serving the interests of international capitalism. 


That is why, in our opinion, one of the errors that progressive forces could make 
now would be that of contributing to the isolation of the regime mounted by the 
14 November movement in Guinea-Bissau or of considering the plan for unity with 
Cape Verde irrevocably lost, although this question must be rediscussed on new 
bases and it may even be necessary to allow time for wounds to heal. 


"Unity in Equality’ with Cape Verde 


For our part, we get the impression, which we judge to be sincere, that the new 
leaders in Bissau want to pursue the plan for unification, using the “unity in 
equality’ formula to signify that a supranational plan does not preclude a satisfac- 
tory solution to the national question, It seems to us that distrust is greater 
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on the part of Cape Verdians, legitimately resentful of some aspects of Commandant 
Nino's coup. The fact that in recent days the first indications of reopening a 
necessary dialog were perceived is certainly promising. 


The 14 November coup occurred in Guinea-Bissau 24 years after the founding of the 
PAIGC, 17 years after the beginning of the armed struggle for liberation, 7 years 
after the independence proclamation in Madina do Boe. This long tradition of com- 
bat left deep roots in the nation, interms of politicizing the masses and the armed 
forces, as well as in the ideological and political inheritance in whose spirit the 
leaders were trained, This fact is the major guarantee that the ideas of Amilcar 
Cabral will continue to inspire policy. One returns from Bissau with this hope, 

In the midst of uncertainties, hesitancies, risks, ambiguities, there is basis for 
trusting that the 14 November movement is not limited to being a mere nationalist 
revolution, but can be a milestone on the bumpy road of a people's revolution,

EXPULSION OF LIBYAN STAFF DENIED--The Kenya Government has not kicked out of the 
country three members of the Libyan People's Bureau as claimed by one of the local 
dailies.

[Report by Vjekoslav Grabaric, VJESNIK special correspondent, on the interview 
granted by Sam Nujoma, president of the South-West African People's Organization, 
to VJESNIK, BORBA, POLITIKA and TANJUG correspondents in Geneva on 10 January] 


[Text] Geneva--On Saturday evening in his Geneva residence at the Intercontinental 
Hotel Sam Nujoma, president of the Namibian liberation movement, the South-West 
African People's Organization [SWAPO], received a group of Yugoslav journalists 
representing VJESNIK, BORBA, POLITIKA and TANJUG and, kindly responding to their 
request, in a l-hour interview answered a number of questions on Namibia's prospects 
for achieving its independence as well as on the obstacles standing in the way of 
that goal. 


VJESNIK: The Geneva talks are nearing their conclusion. Is an agreement in sight? 


Nujoma: Since the very beginning of the Geneva talks SWAPO has clearly stated 

that it is prepared to implement UN Resolution 435. We have also clearly confirmed 
that the SWAPO Central Committee authorized us to sign a cease-fire here in Geneva. 
We are also prepared to cooperate with the United Nations in the period of the UN 
transitional administration in Namibia and with its assistance group (UNTAG) 

so as to facilitate to the full extent the implementation of Waldheim's plan. 
(UNTAG includes military and police forces as well as experts for other fields-- 
VJESNIK correspondent's note.) 


However, up to this moment the Pretoria racist delegation has not set forth a 

clear position as to whether it is prepared to accept implementation of Resolution 
435, nor does it want to sign a cease-fire agreement and for this reason in essence 
the talks have been blocked by the South African position. 


Our position in this respect is quite clear. Therefore, the Republic of South 
Africa is a problem here in Geneva, and for this reason the responsibility (for 
the fate of the talks on Namibia) is in the hands of Geneial Secretary Dr Kurt 
Waldheim and his associates, as well as the Western powers to exert pressure on 
the Pretoria regime to accept implementation of UN Resolution 435. 
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Negotiations Blocked by the South African Position 
VJESNIK: If the Geneva talks do not succeed, what does SWAPO intend to do? 


Nujoma: The danger certainly exists that the Geneva talks will fail because of 

the negative attitude of the Republic of South Africa which is scared of free and 
democratic elections in Namibia. We even suspect that the South African delegation 
could leave the talks because it really does not want implementation of UN Reso- 
lution 435, 


In case it comes to that the Namibian people, under the leadership of the SWAPO 
movement, will not hesitate to fulfill the movement's action program. This action 
program primarily means intensifying the armed struggle which, according to our 
deep conviction, is the sole effective form of struggle against the fascist regime 
in Pretoria. Second, we are convinced that it is also important to intensify our 
political and diplomatic activities against the enemy. In this respect, naturally, 
we will include in our activities our cooperation with the work of the UN General 
Assembly in mid-May and at the New Delhi ministerial meeting of the nonaligned 
countries. We will ask the OAU chairman to convene a special conference on 
Namibia and to take effective diplomatic and political action against the South 
African racist regime. We will ask the UN Security Council to introduce total 
sanctions, economic sanctions, including also a ban on oil deliveries to Pretoria. 


All these actions, together with our military operations in Namibia, and further 
isolating Pretoria will, we are convinced, certainly force the Republic of South 
Africa and its imperialist allies to accept the Namibian people's demands for true 
freedom and independence. 


However, we are convinced that Namibia's freedom and independence are in the 
Namibian people's hands. In this respect the national liberation struggle, 
together with other political actions such as strikes in Namibia, are the most 
effective way to struggle and will force the enemy to surrender power to the 
Namibian people. 


VJESNIK: Are you an optimist regarding the outcome of the Geneva talks? Will 
Namibia gain its independence by the end of 1981? 


Nujoma: I can assure you that in case the conference fails because of the Republic 
of South Africa's negative attitude the Namibian National Liberation Army (PLAN), 
that is the military wing of the SWAPO movement, will not stand idly by, but will 
wage a struggle from the Atlantic Ocean to the Kalahari Desert, from the Cunene 
River to the Orange River, so as to ensure complete liquidation of the South 
African illegal presence in Namibia and will make assumption of power a reality 

in Namibia this year. 


VJESNIK: The South African racists say that SWAPO came to Geneva to negotiate 
because it is weak...? 


Nujoma: The reality is quite different from what the South African delegation 
through its puppets claims, that SWAPO has demonstrated its weakness by coming to 
Geneva to negotiate on implementing UN Resolution 435. SWAPO is now--I am proud 
of being able to say this--militarily very strong. It is a strong liberation 
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army that is now capable of fighting, of scoring a victory and of expelling the 
South African raciat forces from Namibia. Despite the fact that Pretoria's army 
in Namibia ie completely mechanized, the morale of ite troops isa very low. The 
South African Government is trying to consolidate its seriously shaken self- 
confidence by tanks, armored vehicles, helicopters, jet fighters, long-range 
artillery and special vehicles. And this demonstrates that the enemy is spending 
millions and millions of dollars daily. 


Last year alone, we shot down over 36 jet fighters of various types, ranging from 
Mirage, Canberra to Impala, not to mention the numerous enemy vehicles destroyed. 
It is precisely that which denies the claims of the South African puppets that we 
have come here to negotiate because we are weak. It is precisely the enemy who 
felt the counterblow of our bullets. And precisely that was the reason that the 
enemy agreed to hold direct talks with SWAPO, 


It goes without saying that at the same time Pretoria produced a farce by thrusting 
its puppets on the Geneva talks, whom it labelled so-called representatives of the 
Namibian people. The South African racist regime created a puppet government in 
Namibia. That creation is not only not recognized by the Namibian people but is 
also not recognized by any country in the world except the Republic of South Africa. 
Even here in Geneva the South African Government was ashamed to such an extent that 
it stated that the government that exists in Windhoek was imposed on our people. 


The South African racists, who cannot be pinned down to anything, but who carry 

out maneuvers and intrigues in Geneva in an effort to wash their hands of every- 
thing, are a great obstacle at this conference. They want to create the impression 
that SWAPO is now negotiating with the so-called Namibian Ministerial Council. 
However, as Dr Waldheim, UN general secretary, also clea ly stated at the opening 
of the Geneva talks, there exist only two delegations--the SWAPO delegation which 
represented the enslaved Namibian people and the South African delegation. 


VJESNIK: What will the foreign policy of independent Namibia be? 


Nujoma: The foreign policy of future sovereign and independent Namibia will be 
based on the principles of the policy of nonalignment. We are already a full 
member of the family of nonaligned countries and we will continue to adhere to the 
policy of nonalignment. 


We will also join the OAU and we will make a positive contribution to this 
continental organization and to its work and development. For, as a liberation 
movement, SWAPO is completely devoted to the future united government of the 
African continent. We are convinced that if all African countries unite, it would 
strengthen their position economically, politically and militarily in international 
relations. 


The future SWAPO government in independent Namibia will certainly play a positive 
role in the nonaligned movement and in the United Nations. Namibia is a small 
country and we will not have an ideological, political and economic influence, 
but we will contribute as much as possible to the progress of mankind within the 
framework of the United Nations.

VJESNIK: What relations do you foresee between independent Namibia and your 
southern racist neighbor, bearing in mind Zimbabwe's experience’ 


Nujoma: We do not intend to copy any country or other social models. The Republic 
of South Africa is now Namibia's occupier, the South African attitude toward the 
Namibian people is enslavement and exploitation. And for that reason we will not 
have any relations with that regime unless the regime changes ite racist and fascist 
policy toward Namibia and ite people. 


VJIESNIK: What will the internal policy of independent and sovereign Namibia be? 


Nujoma: All means of production and the country's resources will serve the 
people's well-being. We will introduce free education from the primary school to 
university and a free health service. Every Namibian citizen will enjoy protection 
from attack or revenge regardless of his color, race or origin. 


VJESNIK: What will SWAPO's position toward so-called internal political parties 
in Namibia and toward the white settlers be? 


Nujoma: As I have already said, the future government of independent Namibia will 
protect its citizens irrespective of the color of their skin, race and origin. 
SWAPO will not grant special privileges to the minority community of white settlers. 
The blacks and the whites will be equal before the law. 


Our government will also guarantee the inviolability of private property of both 
Namibia's white and black citizens. There will be no racial discrimination in 
independent Namibia. On the contrary, racial discrimination will be banned by 
law. Our people have suffered too much because of this evil under the South 
African regime. 


VJESNIK: If SWAPO wins at the elections, will you form a government of national 
reconciliation?’ 


Nujoma: The Namibian voters will decide about that and I do not want to speak 

in their name. They will elect the government they want. If they want a one- 
party system they will be able to decide in favor of such a system, just as would 
be the case if they wanted a multiparty system. 


However, SWAPO's basic preoccupation now is to bring the national liberation 
struggle to its logical conclusion. And that means Namibia's freedom and indepen- 
dence. All other things, for instance, the way the government will be composed, 
will be decided by the people. 


VJESNIK: The anticolonial struggle on the African continent will note another 
victory. What lessons could be learned from the Namibian people's struggle for 
the future and for a definite decolonization? 


Nujoma: I must say that progress has been made throughout the world since World 
War II. Many former colonies and oppressed peoples have gained their independence. 
The process began in Indonesia when Sukarno overthrew Netherlands’ colonial rule, 
then it continued in India, Ghana and many other African countries until the recent 
Zimbabwe independence. 
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All that wae 4 great impetus and moral encouragement for the Namibian people's 
liberation struggle. For that reason we are convinced that Namibia's independence 
in unavoidable, The Pretoria raciat regime is unable to prevent the Namibian 

people from achieving ite final victory because we are strong militarily. We 

enjoy the support of Angola, Zambia, Zimbabwe and Mozambique and the Republic of 
South Africa is becoming aware that it is waging a losing battle. For this reason 

| must say that progress has been made in the struggle against imperialism, 
colonialiam, fasciam and raciem in Africa, and in the south of the “black continent" 
in particular, 


VJIESNIK: In conclusion, please tell us what will the relations between independent 
Namibia and Yugoslavia be’ 


Nujoma: For a long time it has been known that our relations with Yugoslavia are 
more than good on all levels. We are also very grateful to the peoples and govern- 
ment of Yugoslavia for specific material and diplomatic assistance to and support 
for the Namibian people through its sole authentic representative, the SWAPO 
movement.

The spokesman 
did not say whether the operations were in Namibia itself or against SWAPO bases 
in neighbouring Angola. A number of SWAPO weapons and vehicles had been captured 
or destroyed, the spokesman added. Observers here said that South African troops 
had probably attacked SWAPO bases in Angola to undermine the black nationalist 
organizations morale prior to the start of the multi-party conference on Namibia 
in Geneva tomorrow. South African troops, according to a South African military 
announcement on 31 December, launched a number of raids into Angola in the last 
few days of 1980. South African military figures put the number of SWAPO members 
killed in 1980 at 1,467. Spokesmen have given no figure for South African losses.

SENGHOR CONFIRMS RETIREMENT AT END OF DECEMBER 1980 
Dak « .E SOLEIL in French 4 Dec 80 p 1 
[A le: "He Confirms Retirement at the End of Month") 


[Te»c] Since 1976 when he had modified the provisions of the Constitution 
relating to the replacement of the president of the republic in case of vacancy 
in the office, and since he has granted more and more responsibility to the 
prime minister, every Senegalese knew more or less that President Senghor, 
having passed his 70th birthday, wished to relinquish the leadership of the 
state. Deep down, everyone expected its confirmation. 


This confirmation was given to us yesterday by President Leopold Sedar Senghor 
when he indicated that he had decided to lay aside his functions as president 
of the republic and chief of state at the end of this month, although he will 
continue to lead his party, the PS (Socialist Party) and to work for the estab- 
lishment of inter African socialism. Aswas indicated to us yesterday, the pres- 
ident of the republic had planned to inform the Senegalese people of his deci- 
sion on 31 December next. However, a first indiscreet remark had been reported 
in the French newspaper LE MONDE on 30 October last, and the news had thus been 
disclosed. It was followed this week by another disclosure in that same news- 
paper following a conversation and not an official declaration which was meant 
to be published. These indiscretions were reported deliberately, and thought- 
lessly, to the advantage of their author. However, President Senghor had informed 
the prime minister, his closest collaborators, the principal officials of his 
party and the high dignitaries in the country of his decision, while reserving 
the right to inform all of his compatriots in an official, public and solemn 
manner on the occasion of his end-of-year traditional message. He will 
actually announce the news himself on that date. According to the terms of the 
Constitution, it will be Prime Minister Abdou Diouf who will succeed President 
Senghor as head of the state until the normal end of the presidential mandate, 
in April 1983. Abdou Diouf will take office immediately after the retirement of 
Senghor, who will leave Senegal for a few weeks. 


Leopold Sedar Senghor who is at the head of the state since the country's 
accession to independence in 1960, is the first African chief of state to give 
up the power of his own free will before the termination of his mandate; after 
heving admirably organized his succession. 
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This pioneer in the struggle for independence, founder of the OAU and one of 
the last wise men in Africa, leaves a country remarkably spared of the convul- 
sions which mark the evolution of most of the African nations. 


This man of whom Malraux said that he held between his perishable hands the 
destiny of an entire continent’ continues to embody at 74 years of age, the 
conscience of Africa. He built a strong state, formed a stable country and a 
confident nation, with the conviction that they will know how to take up the 
challenge he offers them through his departure.

OFFICIAL INTERVIEWED ON SUPERPOWERS' PRESENCE IN HORN

[Text] The Horn of Africa is currently one of the world's hot spots. The 
region is strategically important for the USSR and the United States. 
Somalia, which is both Arab and Muslim, forms a link between the eastern 
and western parts of the Muslim world. The country was broken up by colon- 
ialism, wiuich gave one part to Ethiopia and another to Kenya. 


When one analyzes American and Soviet action in this region of Africa, one 
cannot help seeing an objective alliance of these two superpowers because 
for both, the strategic danger is and will remain the reunification of the 
Arab-Muslim world, Somalia, which is undergoing Ethiopian aggression, is a 
very poor country economically speaking and is therefore condemned to 
seeking alliance with the two superpowers in turn. It is for this reason, 
and in order to enable Mogadiscio to be truly independent, that the Arab 
world must give it unconditional support. 


Somalia could then withdraw the privileges it has granted Washington, which 
has not concealed the fact that it would not allow Mogadiscio to recover 
Ogaden because it is still hoping that Addis Ababa will return to its sphere. 


[Question) In your opinion, what has the atmosphere at the Conference been 
like? 


|Answer| First of all, I would like to take advantage of this opportunity 
which your newspaper has given to me to thank King Hassan [I and the 
Moroccan Government and people for the hospital ty extended to us during 

yur stay in this brother country. The atmosphere that reigned over the work 
of the Conference was generally good. Naturally, there were unfortunate 
reactions to the Somali delegation on the part of certain Arab countries. 
They acted similarly on the occasion of similar gatherings, as in the case 
ot the recent Arab League meetings. But that did not prevent the Confer- 
ence trom proceeding very satisfactorily. 
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[Question] How do you explain the resurgence of such misunderstandings? 
\Answer] The attacks formulated against Somalia are groundless. 


Concerning the Somali-American rapprochement, it is a normal thing because 
every country has the right to make agreements with the countries of its 
choice, in keeping with its own interests. Therefore, the presumptions 

of certain Arab countries and their propaganda concerning Somalia should 
enjoy no credit. The accusations made against Oman and Somalia are nothing 
but lies. Somalia has given no base to a foreign power. However, I would 
like to emphasize that these quarrels are outside the main framework of 

the purpose of the meeting of the Islamic Conference, to wit, the question 
of Al Qods and the mobilization of all Islamic potentialities for its 
safeguarding. 


[Question] What is the fate reserved for the former Russian bases in 
Somalia? 


[Answer] One should actually speak about the facilities granted to that 
power, which is currently the case of the United States. 


Our relations with the United States amount to mutual exchanges and assis- 
tance in the economic and cultural domains, as well as port facilities 
granted to U.S. ships in Somali ports.

History has already shown that one 
cannot subjugate a nation by gunfire.

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NEW FLSHING BOARD=-Hermanus--The MP for Simonstown, Mr John Wiley, has called for 
4 new administration of the fishing industry. He told the annual meeting of the 
Walker Bay Angling and Conservation Club in Hermanus dissatisfaction with che 
mnagement of the fishing industry had been voiced from many circles to the 
freurnicht Commission of Inquiry into the industry, One of the complaints was 
there was no head office in Cape Town where decisions could be taken and often 
critical matters had to be attended to in Pretoria, resulting in long and expensive 
delays.
